After idolising Jamie Oliver 
in her teens, Nadia Urn took 
a chance to achieve her 
chef dreams on MasterChef 
New Zealand in 2011. Since 
then, Nadia has published 
many successful cookbooks, 
appeared on TV shows in 
New Zealand and Asia, and 
established her business. 

My Food Bag, that’s now 
taking Australia by storm. 
Nadia sat down with KBQ to 
discuss her career, food bags, 
cookbooks, and what it reaiiy 
means to be an ambassador 
for eating food in the nude

From the age of 12, you aspired to write cookbooks and follow in 
Jamie Oliver’s footsteps. Did you ever think you would be where 
you are today and achieved what you have so far? 

I always thought deep down in my heart I would someday be where 
I am now, but I thought it would come much later. I thought It might 
be hard to get Into this industry, that Id have to work for years and 
after I retire or have kids I could write a cookbook. Everything has 
Just come much quicken MasferChef leap-frogged me about 
10 to 15 years ahead. 

Are you living the chef dream? 

It’s hard work, but I do love it. I have to pinch myself sometimes 
and remember how lucky I am. Recently, I was in Vietnam taking 
a group of key people around and showing them what to eat, and 
then I went on to do a charity project in Cambodia. Because of 
the position I am in now - you could call it "celebrity status” - I'm 
able to help. Also. My Food Bag has just been incredible. It's the 
best thing that's ever happened to me career-wise, because we are 
feeding thousands of people delicious, healthy food and it's actually 
changing their lives. We get emails from people saying, "our family 
is eating around the table together more”, "our kids are interested in 
the food", "my husband’s helping out with the cooking, it's made our 
relationship better". I'm not kidding! There are people who say 
My Food Bag has saved their marriage. So I'm very lucky to be able 
to have had that effect. 

You’ve shared your Nude Food philosophy and your company. 
My Food Bag, with New Zeaiand and now you are bringing it to 
Austraiia. What is My Food Bag ail about? 

It’s a simple concept we create recipes and we deliver them to your 
door every week. Initially, it'll be delivered to homes in Sydney and 
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And you source everything locally. Is that important to you? 

Definitely! We're all about local Australian produce. We have all 
free-range meat as well. Chicken Is free-range, the eggs, even right 
down to the sausages and bacon. That's very much part of my food 
philosophy and ethos. If you are going to eat local. It's going to be 
better for you. Fruit, vegetables and meat sourced closer to you are 
going to have a much higher nutrition profile. Every day that fresh 
produce is on the shelves, travelling, or in storage, the amount of 
nutrients in it reduces slowly. If you're eating local and supporting 
local, it means by default you are eating seasonally and it's always 
going to taste so much better. 

For any Melbournians or Sydneysiders wanting to order from 
My Food Bag, where do we go and how do we order? 

Go to my website. There's no subscription - Just try it! You'll love it 
If you do, continue with it. If it doesn't suit you, it's easy to pause or 
cancel - you just press a button. That's the great thing about it you 
aren't locked into anything and there are no obligations whatsoever. 

You’ve said in the past you don't believe in diets. As our readers 
may not be aware of your philosophy, what is your Nude Food 
philosophy all about? 

It actually goes back to when I was 12. 1 watched Jamie Oliver on 
The Naked Chef and he instantly became my idol. I thought "You're 
really cool, I want to be just like you." I came up with this master plan 
that one day I was going to write cookbooks and have a cooking 
show called Food In the Nude, which I think is a bit of a spin-off to 
The Naked Chef My whole idea was just to be cooking food that 
wasn't in fancy packaging with lots of additives - just natural food. 
That's what it is basically it's about stripping back to basics. Working 
as a dietician for four or five years. I found that people have become 
so consumed with nutrition and healthy eating, and everyone 
thinks it's really complex. Everyone has a different opinion. I think my 
philosophy is very simple. It strips away all the media hype, diet fads, 
and all of these studies that keep changing. It's eat your colours, eat 
lots of different vegetables, eat fresh food and eat food that comes 
from the ground, the sea and the sky instead of out of the factories. 
That's what nude food is all about. It's a set of guiding principles. I'm 
not a fan of strict rules because one size doesn't fit all.

Melbourne on a Monday night, and you'll get a whole weeks' worth 
of dinner recipes, plus all the ingredients to cook it. Essentially it's like 
a meal service. Because of my background as a dietician and chef, 
the recipes are based on the food tasting delicious as well as it being 
good for you. There are lots of fresh vegetables, there's variety and 
perfect portion sizes, too. You dont have to think about what's for 
dinner and you don't have to drive to the supermarket or fight the 
queues. When we started the company two years ago, it started out 
with just five of us and I was head chef and dietician. I made all of the 
recipes, did all the food photography, all the recipe editing, the recipe 
testing - the whole lot Now we've got eight people designing, 
testing the recipes and photographing them. You now get quite a 
wide variety since we all have our own style of food. Miguel Maestre 
and Zoe Pullin are two of our guest chefs and they will contribute 
a few recipes every week as well. 

In what way will My Food Bag offer value for money for 
individuals and families? 

It's really good value! People are always quite shocked at how much 
they get I think it's natural to think that this is quite a premium 
service, but delivery is free of charge and the quality and amount 
of produce you get is just quite incredible. You would struggle to go 
to the supermarket and get the same quality and quantity as we 
manage to provide. 


Have you had the opportunity to meet Jamie Oliver yet? 

No. I just missed him! But I'm sure I'll meet him one day. We've got 
some of the same suppliers. 

Is the Nude Food philosophy an approach to healthy eating 
that everyone can adopt — even if some might have allergies 
or perhaps are vegetarian? 

Yes, definitely! Once you strip back all the distractions of diets telling 
you to eat this way or that, you'll learn to listen to your body. We are 
all so genetically varied; you are actually going to know what's best 
if you listen to your body. People need to be encouraged to do that, 
rather than relying on external information. You can take guidance, 
but you're the person who's going to know what's best for you. That's 
why nude food isn't a diet; it's a set of guiding principles. You Just 
can't go wrong. 

Can we really eat healthy while still making quick meals 
at home? 

Yes, absolutely. I think the key is organisation. I would recommend to 
anyone who is busy and wants to eat well: try My Food Bag because 
that is what we help with. Otherwise, be organised by using one or 
two hours every week to cook up a few healthy meals and place 
them in individual portions. You won't then fall into the takeaway 
trap. Having a few of those simple recipes up your sleeve can make 
all the difference.

Can we still enjoy sweets while following the 
Nude Food philosophy? 

I think we should eat for health and nutrition, but also equally for 
enjoyment. Laughing and enjoying yourself is all part of being 
healthy, so I like to say have everything in moderation, including 
moderation! Follow the 90/10 rule: 90 per cent of the time aim to eat 
well, but 10 per cent of the time have whatever you want. 

Do you think your original career as a dietician has helped you 
in developing your Nude Food philosophy and as head chef at 
My Food Bag? 

As a dietician, I was specialising in diabetes. I got to see firsthand the 
real barriers and issues that prevent people from eating well. What I 
realised is that while I had all this nutrition knowledge that Id learned 
over the years at university, it was quite useless because when you 
tell a normal Joe Blogg off the street that they should be eating so 
many calories a day, it means nothing to them. If you can teach 
people how to cook some simple, healthy, delicious meals, that is 
actually going to help them and that's what My Food Bag does. It's 
had a much bigger effect than I ever thought it would. 

You’ve recently published a few cookbooks. Are they available 
in Australia? 

Yes. I've got three cookbooks and my fourth is coming out in 
September - Nadia Urn’s Fresh Start Cookbook. It's a lifestyle book 
for people who want to lose weight. It's got a big emphasis on 


nutrition and it's really flexible. There are breakfasts, lunches, dinners, 
snacks and even dessert recipes. The idea is to choose the meals 
you want and still lose weight. I did quite a bit of work with that book, 
making sure the majority of the meals fell into a certain calories 
requirement. My Good Food Cookbook was actually runner-up in 
the Best in the World Gourmand Cookbook Awards last year, so it's 
a really good book, too. 

What is your advice to anyone starting out his or her 
cuiinary career? 

You've just got to practice, practice, practice. The most important 
rule when you cook is taste, taste, taste! Whenever I watch other 
chefs or people competing in cooking competitions, I always look to 
see how much they taste their food. If you dont taste your food, it 
means you're not paying much attention. You've got to continually 
taste to learn. 

What's next for you? 

I've filmed New Zealand MasterChef I'm also a guest judge on the 
New Zealand My Kitchen Rules I’ve already got a TV show in 
16 countries around Asia and it looks like I might be filming another 
one. But what I'm most excited about is being in Australia and 
expanding My Food Bag throughout Sydney and Melbourne, then 
hopefully into other cities. I'm just working on doing different things 
in Australia, such as The Morning Show. There are lots of cool, 
exciting things happening! 
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INGREDIENTS 

Base 

■ % cup fine rolled oats (you can also use 
ground almonds as a gluten-free alternative) 

■ % cup coconut thread 

■ 1 tablespoon good-quality dark 
cocoa powder (I used Equagold's 
Dutch cocoa powder) 

■ 6 medjool dates, pitted 

■ Vi cup raw almonds 

■ 6-8 tablespoons coconut oil/butter, melted 

■ Salt, one pinch 


Date and cashew caramel filling 

■ 400g dried pitted dates 

■ %cup boiling water 

■ 2 cups cashew nuts softened** 

■ '4 cup pure maple syrup (not the stuff 
that's artificla'ily flavoured with sugar!) 

■ '/a cup coconut oil, melted 

■ 1 teaspoon vanilla extract 


GARAMELSLIGE 


Chocolate and walnut topping 

■ 150-200g good-quality dark chocolate 
(check dairy-free if required) 

■ 1 teaspoon neutral oil (eg. walnut, 
canola, soy) 

■ 1/3 cup walnuts, chopped (optional) 

■ 1-2 tablespoons coconut thread (optional) 


METHOD 


Preheat oven to 180'’C/355°R Lightly grease 
and line the bottom and sides of a square 
baking tin (20cm x 20cm) with baking paper. 

1 . Place oats/ground almonds, coconut 
thread, cocoa powder, medjool dates, 
almonds and salt in a food processor and 
blitz until a fine, crumbly texture. Drizzle in 
melted coconut oil/butter and pulse until well 
combined and the mixture holds together 


when you pinch it between your fingers. 

2 . Press mixture into the prepared baking 
tin, pressing down firmly with the back of 
a spoon or spatula. Bake for 10-15 minutes 
until light golden. Set aside in the fridge to 
cool while you make the caramel. 

3. To make the caramel, place dates and 
water in a medium-size pot and boil, 
stirring frequently, until the dates are very 
soft and mushed up, and all the water 
has evaporated. Place dates in the food 
processor along with the softened cashew 
nuts, maple syrup, coconut oil/butter and 
vanilla. Blitz until nice and smooth - this will 
take at least a few minutes. Scrape down the 
sides of the food processor a few times to 
make sure everything has been blended. 

4 . Spread caramel all over the^ase in the 
baking tin. Set aside in the fridge to set for 
at least 4 hours or the freezer for at least 
2 hours, or until the filling is firm. 

5 . Melt chocolate in the top of a double 
boiler or in a glass bowl set above a small 
pot of simmering water. Mix in oil if using. 
Pour melted chocolate all over the filling and 
spread it over evenly. Return to the fridge for 
about 20 minutes, or until set. If it still seems 
a bit soft, return to the fridge/freezer for 

a bit longer. 

6 . Cut into about 25 pieces (a long, sharp 
serrated knife dipped in hot water will 
help a lot! I also find it easier to flip the 
whole caramel slice upside-down and cut 
through the base down). The slice will keep 
for up to a week in the fridge. 

** To make softened cashew nuts, either 
soak in water overnight, or boil cashew nuts 
in a pot of water for about 15 minutes or until 
soft. Drain.

What’s one kitchen gadget you cannot 
live without? 

I can't live without my combi-steam oven - I just love 
it! They are so easy to use, create healthier meals and, 
more importantly, the steaming aspect works wonders 
with seafood. Steam is so forgiving when it comes to 
cooking. My wife and I have never liked the microwave, 
so this appliance has certainly replaced that and works 
real magic with the way we cook. 


FIVE MINUTES WITH NADIA... 


What does “gourmet” mean to you? 

So. we have a gourmet bag at My Food Bag and, to us, 
that means slightly more adventurous, exotic recipes 
and slightly more gourmet produce. You'll get salmon 
every couple of weeks and duck every three weeks. 
You might get lamb rack, as opposed to lamb steaks. 

What are some of your favourite ingredients we 
can always find in your pantry at home? 

Some things I always have are avocado, cold-smoked 
salmon, lemons, limes, fresh herbs - my favourite is 
coriander - continental parsley or flat-leafed parsley, 
basil and eggs. Those would be my absolute essentials 
I have to have all the time, along with really good- 
quality extra-virgin olive oil and avocado oil. 

What are some of your must-have kitchen 
appliances you can’t live without in your 
own kitchen?

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GOING ORGANIC 

Sustainable kitchens are now gaining momentum as a viable design option for renovators and 
homebuilders alike. But what exactly is a sustainable kitchen and why is it important to think 
sustainably before your next kitchen project?

THE ENVIRONMENT 


From the timber products you use to the appliances you choose, your 
kitchen design can positively or negatively affect the environment. 
Designing a sustainable kitchen is beneficiai for the environment in 
three main areas: 


i 






1 Kitchens are predominantly made of timber 

Sustainable kitchen design asks where the timber has come from and 
if it was sustainably sourced. Choosing timbers stamped with either the 
FSC or PEFC Certification logo is a great way of ensuring your timber has 
been sourced responsibly and will continue to be a sustainable resource. 

"The Chain of Custody Certification scheme means everyone who 
touched your timber, from the forest to the shelf, is certified and regularly 
audited to ensure they are compliant.” says Druce Davey, a design expert 
from Greener Kitchens. "It's the only way of knowing your purchase 
protects forests, habitats, waterways, and the species that rely on them - 
preserving them for future generations." 

Recycled timber is built to last. Using recycled timber is a good way to 
ensure sustainable materials do not needlessly end up in landfill, but will 
benefit the environment and your kitchen for many years to come. 
"Recycled timber has had a previous life, so it has all the character marks 
from a life well lived," says Druce. "Recycled timber is responsible, robust 
and long-lasting. It tells a story, it breaks the ice at parties, stores carbon, 
and it saves the trees." 

2 Sustainability asks whether any aspect 
of your existing kitchen can be reused, 
renewed or recycled/upcycled 

Even if you don't want to keep any part of your existing 
kitchen, can any of it be sold to others for reuse? 

Throwing away good-quality materials only adds to 
landfill, which takes its toll on our natural environment. 

"Sustainability can mean recycling elements of 
previous kitchens or making use of recycled elements,” 
explains Ellen Wundersitz, general manager of 
bespoke kitchen company Space Craft Joinery. "When 
considering sustainability in kitchen design, it's all about 
the mantra of reduce, reuse, re/upcycle. If money is 
tight, on-selling parts of your kitchen can even fatten 
your budget." 



3 Thinking sustainably means being aware 
of the appliances and fixtures we place 
within kitchens 

Do your appliances have a high energy-efficiency 
rating? What are your taps rated on the Water 
Efficiency Labelling and Standards (WEES) scale? 
Using appliances and fixtures that are energy or 
water efficient and guaranteed to last will reduce 
wastage of precious non-renewable resources. 

"Appliances with a higher energy star rating, 
taps with a higher WEES rating, hardware with a 
lifetime warranty, LED lighting, reconstituted stone 


from recycled materials, such as Eco by Cosentino, 
will all benefit the environment," says Ellen. "If 
your kitchen is part of a larger project, consider 
seeking the advice of an architect or builder to 
maximise passive solar design principles, whereby 
careful orientation of the build ensures northerly 
orientation of daytime living areas to capture 
sunlight in the cooler months." 
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THE LOCALS 


When designing a kitchen, buying locaily 
is aiways recommended as it benefits our 
businesses and economy, and means you are 
ensured a good-guality product that has met 
Australian standards. Additionally, shopping 
locally may mean that you are reducing the 
carbon footprint of your kitchen, because the 
materials you use are not being shipped over 
great distances and you may find manufacturers 
who are conscious about their carbon footprint 
within their production processes. 

"Sustainable kitchens have a lower carbon 
footprint than a conventional kitchen. Often 
clients who have invested in a sustainable 
kitchen are also those who are part of a buy- 
local movement," says Ellen. "At Space Craft 
Joinery, we are taking steps to lower our carbon 
footprint in the office and workshop. By installing 
solar panels on the roof of our workshop, the 
sun now provides 100 per cent of our energy 
needs, eliminating our carbon emissions and 
reliance on coal power." 


THE FAMILY 


When building a sustainable kitchen, you are 
guaranteed to maintain a healthy home for you 
and your family. Some conventional kitchens 
can use cheap synthetic materials varnishes, 
paints and glues that contain volatile organic 
compounds (VOCs), such as formaldehyde. 


These chemicals degrade the air quality in your 
home and can cause sickness or irritation in 
high concentrations. Kitchen cabinet carcasses 
account for 50 per cent of the timber products 
used in your design and are commonly made 
up of medium-density fibreboard (MDF). MDF 
contains timber particles that are bonded 
together with resins and glue. Depending on 
where the MDF is sourced, some products 
do not comply with Australian EO or El (low 
VOC) emissions standards and may off-gas at 
dangerous levels. When thinking sustainably, 
you also need to think about health by choosing 
low-VOC paints and finishes, laminates that meet 
emissions standards, MDF alternatives, and EO 
or Super EO board materials. 

"Floop pine plywood is a great alternative 
to MDF because it contains minimal 
formaldehyde. Other MDF alternatives include 
Novofibre pressed straw board," says Ellen. 

She also recommends using Polytec 
or Laminex EO laminates. 

"The Engineered Wood Products Association 
of Australasia (EWPAA) recently released a 
report* showing how imported timber panels 
used in kitchen construction had emission 
levels two to three times that considered safe," 
says Druce. "To me, sustainable kitchens are 
low emission and made using environmentally 
responsible materials. This makes for a kitchen 
that is a joy to be in." 
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THE HIP POCKET 


Sustainable kitchens are usually well planned and built for 
longevity, efficiency and functionality - which will ultimately 
save you money 

1 Longevity 

Sustainable kitchens use quality and hardy materials such as 
reclaimed timber and, unlike MDR will stand the test of time - 
which means you won't need to demolish your kitchen again. 

2 Efficiency 

If you have utilised a sustainable mindset when fitting out your 
kitchen, you probably would have chosen high energy- and 
water-efficient appliances and fixtures. By reducing the amount 
of power and water you consume, your hip pocket benefits by 
reducing your bills. 

3 Functionality 

Sustainable kitchens generally need more planning than 
conventional kitchens, which means they are also going to be 
highly functional. Practical design and appliance choices for food 
storage and waste, using timers for appliances that don’t need 
to be on all the time, and harnessing natural light so that artificial 
lights aren't needed during the day all contribute to a highly 
functional and cost-effective kitchen. 

"A timber kitchen has much greater longevity and can be 
renovated, repaired or rejuvenated in time instead of being replaced 
and consigned to landfill,' says Druce. "The key here is also in the 
design: to ensure the kitchen is incredibly functional and aesthetically 
time resistant so functional frustrations or on-trend components that 
date the kitchen do not encourage its replacement Good design and 
sensitive functional planning will never go out of style." 


THE POTENTIAL 


Sometimes the words “sustainable" or "organic" conjure up 
very limiting ideas of what can be done with your kitchen if 
you are not familiar with any sustainable kitchen designers 
and their work. But take heart — sustainable kitchens don’t 
need to look any different than a conventional kitchen and, 
just like a conventional kitchen, there are endless design 
possibilities awaiting you. So even if you already have your 
dream kitchen in mind, remember that your ideas can also 
be sustainable, too. 

“You can be as creative with a sustainable kitchen design 
as with any kitchen.” says Ellen. “Sustainable kitchens are. in 
most cases, better looking because they are often quite unique 
creations developed especially for the homeowners. There is 
a real sense of connection to the family that it was built for, their 
lifestyle and their sense of style." 

Druce agrees, adding, “A sustainable kitchen can be modern or 
traditional, beautiful, functional, respectful to the environment and 
the health of your home without any creative compromise."

A GREEN THUMBS UP! 

No longer relegated to the outside, plants are finding a place In the home through a growing trend 
that Integrates gardens within modem kitchen design. From herb to vertical and In-bullt benchtop 
gardens, here are six reasons why this green thumb trend Is Important for a healthy home

1 A BREATH OF FRESH AIR 


Whether you have indoor potted plants, a vertical garden or a herb 
planter, most common foliage piants in the home have been proven 
to not only produce oxygen and decrease carbon dioxide, which helps 
you to feel more awake, but also serve as highly effective air purifiers. 

Volatile organic compounds (or VOCs) such as formaldehyde. TCE 
and benzene are carbon-based chemicals present in some synthetic 
building materials, paints, solvents and varnishes, which are known to 
evaporate at room temperature over time. While these chemicals are 
hard to detect and most of the time don't bother us, they are known 
irritants that can cause burning eyes and respiratory difficulties - 
symptoms of "Sick Building Syndrome". Since we are now spending 
90 per cent of our time indoors, this is a big deal. 

But you can breathe easyl As observed through a NASA study* 
in the late '80s, plants remove most - if not all - trace organic 
pollutants from indoor air. 

"Design thinking for the home is changing to a more practical 
and natural ethos, bringing the outdoors into the built environment,” 
says Nigel Hobbs, founder and chief wellness officer at Welnis, an 
organisation that focuses on healthy human interiors. "Indoor gardens 
can be used effectively to maintain air quality and thermal comfort. Any 
plants are of benefit." 



2 THAT'S QUALITY 


Additionally plants improve humidity and help 
decrease the amount of dust accumulation, 
making home environments that much more 
inhabitable. When homes are too dry, illnesses 
can become more frequent and timber products 
used throughout the home can crack. Plants help 
maintain a normal 30-60 per cent humidity level 
recommended for human comfort. 

"People want to feel comfortable and engaged 
with their surroundings - functional plants are 
a great way of achieving this." says Nigel. "In practice, 
this could be having the right amount of humidity 
in the air to stop our skin dehydrating." 


3 HEALTHY HUMANS 


On top of improving respiratory health, plants can 
also help reduce pain and aid illness recovery, as 
well as reduce general discomfort. Whether it's 
psychosomatic symptoms, actual illness or intense 
pain, plants help by reducing the toll these take on 
our body by providing mental calm and distraction. 

"Human health is much more than physical 
health; it is wellbeing, too. Finally, we are starting to 
see the first signs of human wellness becoming an 
important element in the design and construction 
of homes and their interiors," adds Nigel. 



4 IT'S NOT ALL IN YOUR HEAD 


Ever wondered why we gift potted plants or flowers 
to make people feel better? Studies** have shown 
that indoor plants or rooms overlooking bushland 
areas help us feel content, happy and carefree, more 
than a well-decorated room. During your renovation, 
while you are making your home look beautiful, 
remember that plants can have a positive impact on 
your general mental health - particularly if you are 
in higher-density living. 
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In a busy world, it’s easy to get stressed and overwhelmed. 

But did you know that plants could help you de-stress? The 
presence of plants in the home is proven to both evoke calm 
to help people recover from stressful events, and to help reduce 
the stress response. Plants have the same calming properties 
as taking a walk through nature. 

"The inclusion of living elements in the design of a built space is 
called biophilic design and plays a key role in managing stress levels 
and inducing calm," confirms Nigel. "It has also been scientifically 
proven that plants are a calming influence on human senses." 


6 DON'T PUT IT OFF 


Plants can also assist productivity. This may be more relevant 
within a workplace environment, but can also extend to 
activities such as homework, assignments or completing 
computer tasks at home. Focus and reaction time is 
enhanced, while mental fatigue is reduced. Plants may Just 
be your key to success!

BATHROOM PLANNING 

Q: I’ve finally decided to renovate my bathroom and i’ve booked an appointment with 
a designer. What shouid i do to prepare for the meeting? 

A: Great news! This is the first step to planning a beautiful bathroom. There are a number 
of steps you can take to make sure this first meeting is as productive as possible: 

1. Create a scrapbook, either online or on paper, it doesnt matter. Collect as many images as 
you can that indicate the style of bathroom you'd like. The images can show overall design or 
individual items. This will give the designer a great starting point to best meet your expectations. 

2. Go online and check out the website of your designer and/or their building company. If you see 
any of their projects you really like, add them to your scrapbook. 

3. Consider your budget. Don't make any firm decisions until you've spoken to your designer, 
although it's sensible to have a budget range in mind so the designer can make suggestions or 
provide advice regarding the best way forward. 

4. Make a list with the following information: 

• Who uses the bathroom and how old are they? 

• How many people use the bathroom at once? 

• When is the bathroom busiest? 

• Is this a main bathroom or a second bathroom? 

• What are the issues/problems with the current bathroom? 

• What are the main issues/problems you would like addressed? 

5. Think about your "musts" and your "maybes" - consider whether there are items you must 
have in the new space and if there are any items you'd like to have but are prepared to forego if 
necessary. Also think about which fittings or fixtures you're prepared to compromise on if they 
exceed your budget and which you are not. 

Q: What questions should I ask at the meeting? 

A: Ask about your designer/builder's gualifications and 
experience. Ask if they are a member of a relevant industry 
association. Ask about their licenses, remembering there is 
a big difference between a builder's license and a plumber's 
license when it comes to what work they are qualified to 
undertake. Ask about awards programs they have entered 
and if any have been won (you could also look for this 
information on the company's website). Ask about other work 
completed and whether references are available — look for 
personalised references as well, not just written ones. Ask 
about what scope of work they can undertake; for example, 
can they offer a design-and-build service or design only? 

If design only, can they recommend a licensed builder? 

Q. When do I get to choose colours, materials and finishes? 

A: At this first meeting, concentrate on getting the brief right. Don't 
get too caught up in smaller details as there will be plenty of time in 
the process to work these out. At this stage, work on discussing the 
overall concept with your designer to ensure they understand the 
big picture. Allow yourself to dream big at this stage of the planning 
process - go all out with your wish list and let your designer 
suggest ways your key "must haves" can be incorporated into the 
design/layout. You'll need to decide if walls can/will be removed 
and if plumbing fixtures will be relocated before you worry about 
colours for the tiles or what style of toilet you'd like.

The Instruction booklet Is clear and concise and features easy-to- 
follow diagrams, explanations of the different settings and a fantastic Hints & Tips section. 
The recipe book. Blending with the Boss, does not feature many recipes but It discusses 
the science behind blending and how to get the best from the machine. It Is also the only 
blender that features a Green Smoothie setting, making It the boss In nutrl-blenders.

In this edition of 
Tried & Tested, we searched for cutting-edge bathroom products and fittings to put on trial

A NEW SHOWERING EXPERIENCE 


While on the outside, the Methven Aurajet Aio 
showerhead boasts an ultra-modern, sleek 
design, this new bathroom innovation is said 
to offer three advanced features. 

Firstly, the Aurajet offers 20 per cent more 
spray force than conventional showers by 
generating bigger droplets. This means the 
shower provides better stimulation of nerve 
endings, making you feel relaxed. Stronger force 
also means more efficient rinsing. 

The Aurajet has twice the spray coverage 
of a conventional shower. The result is 
a greater feeling of warmth and even 
pressure over the skin. 

Lastly, the Methven Aurajet Aio is 
reportedly water efficient with a 3-star WELS 
rating - the highest water-efficient rating 
possible for showerheads. 

The Verdict: The changeover from my old 
showerhead to the Methven Aurajet Aio 
Hi-Rise shower attachment couldn't have been 
easier. The instructions for attaching it to the 
existing plumbing was clear and, with the help 
of plumber's tape sourced separately, the whole 


project was done in 15 minutes without the need 
for a professional plumber. 

The firsf shower with the Aurajet was the 
most eye opening. My previous water-saving 
showerhead gave medium pressure and limited 
coverage - not the best shower I've had, but not 
the worst. With the Aurajet, it felt like the water 
pressure had been doubled or even tripledi 
Once extended to its maximum height, it felt as 
if I had installed a waterfall showerhead. 

While the Aurajet feels more relaxing than 
the showerhead we had. it is also highly efficient 
in cleansing and rinsing, so shower time is 
reduced. By reducing the shower time reguired 
and by being a water-saving showerhead itself, 
my most recent water bill tells the ultimate 
tale. Between the recent and last water bill, 
there was no major change to the household's 
water usage. In fact, it had even dropped a little 
without our water usage habits changing. While 
the Aurajet feels so powerful that it would use 
more water, it actually doesnti

TOP-FIVE WAYS TO SORT YOUR 


LAUNDRY STORAGE 
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Whether you have an integrated kitchen 
and laundry or a dedicated room, creating 
functional storage is easy Expert Tanya Selever, 
from Tansel Stainless Steel Wireware, shares 
her top-five storage secrets that will help you 
get the most out of your laundry space 


1. Maximise smaii spaces 

A tilt door, side-mounted or bottom-mounted 
basket will enable you to utilise more of your 
available laundry and narrow cabinet space, 
especially in cabinets with plumbing 
obstructions. These baskets are perfect for 
small spaces that cannot accommodate tracks 
and slide-out mechanisms, 

2. Sort it out 

If you have lots of space yet find your laundry 
is overrun by the family washing, sort it out by 
using double laundry baskets - one for colours, 
one for whites. One of the most popular pull-out 
laundry baskets is Tansel's large 500W x BOOH x 
485D (121 L), Laundry baskets can also be placed 
in bedrooms and bathrooms to keep spaces tidy 
and reduce overflow in laundries,

Hinged doors: Although it's a two-step operation 
(open door, slide basket out), hinged doors are 
extremely economical and flexible. Baskets can 
also be fitted around existing plumbing. 

Tilt door: These are best for smaller spaces 
with poor access, but there are limited 
size options available. 

No door: If concealment is not a concern, this 
solution offers maximum functionality without 
the extra cost of doors, 

4. Plan for durability 

Some storage materials are more durable 
and, in the long term, more cost-effective as 
they do not require constant replacing. 


Here is a helpful guide: 

1. Stainless steel: The most durable but can 
be more expensive. 

2. Chrome-plated steel: Less expensive but 
not as durable as stainless. 

3. Powder-coated: More economical but has 
a limited lifespan. 

5. Understand the risks 

As your laundry is a wet area, certain storage 
materials may deteriorate faster than others. 

Be prepared if you choose fabric or canvas 
bags, which are economical and a good option, 
but only if the bag continues to be available 
for replacement after a few years. Melamine 
or high-moisture-resistant board can be 
customised but dont breathe and are prone 
to swelling if exposed to moisture.

The design is very seamless and contemporary, but we 
steered away from an ali-white look. Instead, the mix of grey 
cabinets and timber-look floor tiles adds warmth to the colour 
scheme. The grey top cabinets, together with the Increased 
height of the recessed klckboards, help create the illusion 
that the bottom white cabinets are floating. Besides providing 
much-needed natural light, the window makes a feature of the 
splashback area and also helps break up the wall so it doesn't 
look too bulky.

"It's always nice having a new buiid, a fresh start, without any of the 
ghosts of old plumbing and framework. We got to start with a blank 
slate, but there were still a few restrictions to consider - the most 
significant being the limited space available in which to realise the 
clients' dreams. The brief was to create a highly functional kitchen 
to serve the clients' love of cooking and to cater for large-group 
entertaining within a relatively small area. Blending the function with 
a look and feel that softened the impact of the kitchen as it related 
to the surrounding decor of the open-plan home was an additional 
challenge. Starting with the upper cabinetry, highly reflective 
Albedor Classic White Gloss doors and panels complement the 
reflective smoked mirror splashback and lend an open, spacious 
feel, magnified by LED lighting.

“The original kitchen was essentially a constricted box with narrow benches and 
one entry point — completely impractical for the clients and their adult children, 
who all love to cook. The footprint of the original kitchen allowed for the majority 
of the walls to be removed to achieve a more open design with two entry 
points, as requested by the clients. In keeping with their wishes we managed 
to incorporate two separate sinks and ovens for simultaneous cooking and 
roasting, as well as a breakfast bar situated by the window to catch the morning 
sunlight. A generous injection of extended-width bench space meant we were 
able to install more drawers, boosting an abundance of storage. I wanted to 
create visual interest by contrasting the organic-looking timber sections with the 
clean, polished look of the high-gloss drawers and cabinetry, and the sleekness 
of the stainless-steel fittings and black glass panelling. Turning the remaining 
structural wall into a design feature provides framed views of the kitchen from 
the dining area, and allows someone standing at the second sink to interact with 
the living areas of the home.
